Business Climb

Economists Predict 
Adv ance To Hold 
Until Middle of '62 


HOT SPRINGS, Va. (AP)—Gov ­ 
ernm ent and industry economists 
agreed today that a strong busi­ 
ness 
adv ance would extend at 
least through mid 1962. 
Official estim ates that national 
output would reach a record rate 
of $565 to $570 billion were sup­ 
ported by only slightly less opti­ 
mistic industry forecasts at the 
fall conference of the Business 
Council here.

board chairm an of American Tel­ 
ephone A Telegraph Co, 
Secretary of the Treasury Doug­ 
las Dillon took part. He told the 
council in a dinner speech Friday 
night that rising income and prof­ 
its should 
insure 
the 
balanced 
1963 budget, which President Ken 
nedy intends to send Congress in 
January . 
The threat seems remote that 
the $6.75-billion deficit of this 1962 
fiscal y t*ar will promote inflation, 
Dillon said, because “ gov ernment 
income and outgo will come into 
approximate balance by mid-De 
com ber.” 
Unemploy ment rcmnaina “ intol­ 
erably high,” Dillon told the bust 
ness executiv es. He added, how 
ev er; “ We expect a drop v ery 
soon. Unemploy ment should fall 
to about 5 per cent by next sum 
m er.’' 
Forecasts that output of goods 
and serv ices would reach a rate 
of $540 billion this quarter and 
mov e to $565 billion to $570 bil 
lion by rn id-1962 were deliv ered 
to the meeting by Dr. Walter W.

Cold-War Victim 


Death of Povl Ban-Jensen a p p e a rs like­ 


ly to go down in history’s footnotes as a 
m ystery. Nobody has been able to a s c e r­ 
tain whether it w a s suicide or m urder. 
Ban-Jensen w as the Danish diplomat as­ 
signed to the United Nations who inter­ 
viewed 81 H u n g arian refugees during the 
UN investigation of the 1956 Soviet - sup­ 
pressed volt in Budapest. He was ordered 
by his UN superiors to turn over to them 
the list of refugees but refused to do so 
because of the d an g er that the comm unist 
bloc m e m b e rs of the UN secretariat would 
get th em and exact revenge 
for their 
testimony. 
Following this refusal, Bang-Jensen was 
accused of misconduct and of imputing 
“ sa b o ta g e ” and “dishonest motives 
to 
colleagues in the UN. He w as discharged 
on July 3, 1958, but he never did reveal 


at la st a s fa r a s a m 
the refugee list 
one knows. 
On Thanksgiving Day, 1959, his body 
was found in a New York City park with 
a bullet hole in the head and his own gun 
nearby. The police verdict was suicide 
but several 
unexplained 
circum stances 
suggest it m ay have been a political m u r ­ 
der. 
Even though the m ystery m ay never be 
cleared, Bang-Jensen undoubtedly w as 
a 
victim of the cold war. Whether he was 
slain by Soviet agents — certainly not the 
first time this has happened — or died b v 
his own hand under the mental torture of 
having his c a reer ruined and n a m e be­ 
smirched arc just details. 
He died in the cause of freedom, a fact 
that the just released report of the investi­ 
gation by Senator Dodd’s Internal Sec- 
curity subcom m ittee underscores.

CHICAGO (AP) — Dr. Walter 
Schroeder, 31, who was so deter­ 
mined to become a physician that 
not even paralysis could stop him, 
died Thursday night. 
To all young men and women 
who think the road to an M.D. de­ 
gree is rough he left an inspiring 
story. That is it: 
He came from Springfield, 111., 
to prepare for his career. He was 
a happy, healthy medical student 
on the evening of Oct. 22 1954.
